IN SENATE, Oct. 8. 

The Committee to whom was referred the 
Message of his Excellency the Governor, 
reported, ** That the rainous war declared 
against Great Britain has assumed an aspect 
of great and immediate danger to (his Gom. 
monwealth. The persevering invasion of 
Canada has at length produced, as by natural 
consequence, the invasion of our Atlantic 
Frontier and River Towns: A portion of the 
‘territory ef this State is already in the actual 
occupation of the enemy; amd the sea coast, 
in all snch parts a8 may decmed assailable, is 
epenly menaced with desolation To defend 
our soil, an:l ta repel the invader, no force or 
“means, bearing anp proportion to the emer- 
Beney, have been provided by the national 
Government. Ht was justly ‘to have been 
expected, that, “before hostilities were proe 
voked [rom a formidable enemy, or, at least 
that, at some period-subsequent to their com- 
mencement, means of defence and protection 
„would have been aforded toa scacoast s0 
extended, and so exposed to the ravages of an 
enemy, as that of Massachusetts. But events 
forhid a reliance on any such expectation? 

„[Lhe Report goes on to mention, that the 
„Prvrcipal part of the regular force of the 
State had been withdrawn for the war on the 
Canada border; (hat the Government had 
wasted their revenness and left them without 
defence „and then proceeds thus :}— 

<* But while your Committee think that 
the people of this Commonwealth ought to 
unite, and that they ‘will unite, under any 
circumstances, at the hazard uf all that is 


dear, in repelling an invading foe, it is not” 


believed that this solexmn obligation imposes 
Silence upon (heir :just complaints against the 


authors of the -nativnal misfortunes.. Lt is, 


on the contrary, asacred duty to hold up 
te view, on all occasions, the: destruce 
‚tive policy by which a state of unparalleled 
national felicity, hae been converted into one 
of humiliation and dangerz believing 
Unless an almost ruined people will discard 
the men, and change the measures, which 
have induced this state of peril and suffering, 
the-day of their political salvation is past. 


Ss Itshould never be forgotten, that this 
disastrous condition of public affairs has 
“been ‘forced upon Massachusetts, not merely 
against her consent, but in opposition to her 
most carnest protestations. From the moment 
that the Aduinistration, yielding to its own 
passions and calculations of party ‘power, 
commenced its syste of commercial hostility 
to Great Britain, and of conformity to the 
views of thelate tyrant of France, its tendency 
to involve the nation in the most needless and 
cruel embarrassments, was distinctly foreseen, 
and declared by former Ligislatures. The 
insuiciency of our youthfal, though flourish. 
ing commerce, to cope with that of Great 
„Britain in a struggle of restrictions was an. 
nounced by the united warning of those best 
versed in a kuowledge of this subject. 


<< It was never daubted by thoge persons, 
that & war with Great Britain would be ac. 
companicd by an extinction of Commerce, by 
the banisbment of our sailors; the desolation 
of our coast; the blockade and invasion of 
our sea.por(s; the failure of national credit; 
tbe. necessity of opptessive taxes; and the

consumreation of national ruig, by an alii. 
ance wilk the late’ Dezpot of Europe, from 


which greatest of all calamities, we have been . 


preserved only by his fall. On all these 
cvils, were our rulers forewarned by Massa. 
chusetts, whose vital interosts were thus put 
in jeopardy; and they were implored by 
every consideration of policy and humanity, 
to stay their hands from the cruel and wanton- 
sacrifce of the interests of those, who asked- 
from them nothing but the privilege of pur- 
suing their own industrious callings. 

* But Government, deaf to, this voice, and 
listening to men distinguished in their native 
State only by their disloyalty to its interest, 
and the enjoyment of a patronage bestowed 
epon tbem as its price, have atf-gted to con- 
sider the patriotie citizens of this great State 
as taintedl with disaffection to the Union and 
with predilection for Great Britrin, and have 
lavished the public treasure in vain attempts 


to fix by evidence this odious impatation. 


Thus diskonoured and deprived of all influ. 
ence in the national Council, this State has 
been dragged in:o an unnatural and distress. 
inz war, and its safety, perhaps its fibertics, 
endangered. 8 

Tt is therefore with great concern, that 
your Committee are obliged to declare their 
cenviction, that the Constitntion of the Unite 
ed States, under the administration of the 
persons in power, has failed to secure tu this 
Commonwealth, and as they believe, to the 
Kastern Sectian of the Union, those equal 
rights and benefits, which were the great ob. 
Jeets of its formation, and wkich they can- 
not relinquish without ruin to themselves and 
posterity. These grievanees justify and re. 
quire vigorvus, persevering and peaceable 
exertions to unite those whù realiee the suffer. 
ings and foresee he dangers of ihe country, 
in souie system of measures, ta obtain relief, 
for which the ordinary mode of procuring 
Ankendments to the Constitution affords no 
reesonabie expectation, in season to preveut. 


“The people, however, possess the means 
of certain redress3 and when their safety, 
which is the supreme law, is in question, 
thege means should be promptly applied, 
The framers of the Conststution made proe 
visions to amend defects which were known 
to be incident to every human institutions 
aad the provision itself was not tess liable ta 
be found defective upon experiment, than 
other parts of the instrument. When this 
deficiency becomes apparent, no reason can 
preclude the right of the whole people, who 
were parties to it; to adopt another; aad it 
is not a presumptuous expectation, that a 
spirit of equity and justice, enlightened by 
experienee, would enable them tu reconcile 
conflicting interests, and obviatd the principal 
Causes of those dissentions, which untit Gor 
ernment for à state of peacv and of war, and 
su to amend the Constitution, as to give 
vigour aad duration to the union of the 
States, 

£* Bat as a propositian for such a conven. 
tion from a sìugle State would probahly be 
unsuccessful, and our danger admits not of 
delay, it ms recommended by the Committee, 
that in the Gest instance a conference should 
be invited between those States, the efänity 
of whose interests is closest, and whose habits 
of iutercourse, from their local situation and 
other causes, are most frequent, to the end 
that, by a comparison of their gentiments and 
Ticws, some mode of defence, suited to the 
Circumstances and exigencies of those States, 
ard measures for acceleratiag the retuecn of 
public prosperity, may be devised; and also 
to enable the delegates from those States, 
shouid they deem it expedient, to lay thé 
foundation for a radical reform in (he nation.

the white of an egg, in the middle of which 
was deposited a young snake, of (he 
length of ten inches! When the egg was 
broken the reptile unfolded itself, amd re- 
tnained apparently in a healthy state for 
about 20 hours, when, baving wrapt itself 
up again, it soon after died, and is now 
Preserved in spirits by Mr. Clemishaw,*’
